I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1968, 

On  the  whole  the  various  Rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales,  The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending 
order  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  91  cases  (39?^),  Q.11 
types  of  cancer,  36  cases  (l5^  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous 
system,  33  cases 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  231,  of  these  92 
(39/^)  were  aged  75  and  over;  l68  (73?^)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  204  (8^) 
aged  55  and  over. 

The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board  and  Manchester  Corporation,  Resialts  of  sampling  are  sent  regularly 
to  this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  been  maintained, 

7051  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm  during  the 
year.  This  most  useful  service  is  provided  by  the  ’W.R.V.S, 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year.

Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  ”area  comparability  factor" 
for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this 
is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted  to 
take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area, 

¥i/hen  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor,  they 
are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

Displays 

Two  small  displays  were  arranged,  one  in  a Chemist’s  window  drav/ing 
attention  to  the  dangers  of  tablets  and  medicines  and  the  other  at  the 
Hope  Valley  College  for  one  week  during  Occober  on  all  aspects  of  Home 
Safety, 

A neo-attractor  sign  was  purchased. 

Lectures  and  Film  Shows 

A number  of  lectures  and  film  shows  were  given  during  the  year  and,  in 
addition,  training  in  Home  Safety  was  again  given  to  uniformed  organisations. 
One  young  lady  was  successfully  trained  for  the  Dulce  of  Edinburgh  Award  at 
Silver  dedal  level  in  Home  Safety, 

Newspaper  Competition 

A successful  newspaper  competition  attracted  the  highest  number  of 
entries  ever.  In  addition  to  newspaper  coverage  an  approach  was  made  to 
local  schools  and  entry  forms  were  supplied. 

Film 


At  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  in  hand  for  the  making  of 
a ten  minute  16  m.m,  colour  film  on  Home  Safety  with  the  co-operation  of 
Tifarmbrook  County  Junior  School,  Chapel-en-le-Frith. 

Area  Organisation 

Two  County  Conferences  were  convened  to  discuss  the  possibility  of 
a Derbyshire  Group  of  Home  Safety  Committees,  Follov/ing  a visit  by  the 
National  Secretary  it  was  finally  agreed  at  an  Extraordinary  Meeting  in 
August,  that  Derbyshire  Committees  would  remain  within  the  North  Midlands 
Group  providing  the  Group's  Secretariat  could  be  centred  in  Derbyshire.

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1968. 

The  various  activities  of  the  Department  are  detailed  in  the 
report  and  specific  comment  where  relevant  is  included  under  the 
appropriate  heading. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  declared  the  area 
comprising  four  dwellinghouses  in  Market  Street,  Chapel-en-le-Frith 
to  be  a Clearance  Area,  The  subsequent  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  in  March  1969, 

Much  time  and  effort  has  been  expended  during  the  year  by  the  staff 
of  the  Department  in  seeking  to  reduce  the  atmospheric  pollution  from 
quarry  undertakings.  The  trends  shoi/Tn  in  the  graphs  are  disappointing, 
but  nevertheless  it  is  hoped  that  the  improvements  already  undertaken 
at  some  quarries  mil  be  the  beginning  of  a determined  effort  by  the 
industry  to  effect  an  appreciable  reduction  in  the  level  of  pollution 
from  their  premises. 

The  use  of  land  for  Camping  during  holiday  periods  and  weekends  is 
increasing  and,  therefore,  the  lack  of  adequate  control  as  explained  in 
the  report,  is  becoming  more  apparent.  It  is  hoped  that  legislation, 
possibly  comparable  v^ith  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
AiCt,  i960,  will  eventually  be  enacted. 

Ninety-six  samples  of  private  water  supplies  have  been  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year.  Many  of  these  were  in 
areas  such  as  King  Sterndale,  Cowdale,  Staden,  Sittinglow  and  Martins ide. 
These  areas,  along  with  Brandside,  are  very  much  in  need  of  mains  water, 
due  to  the  pollution  and  inadequacy  of  the  existing  private  supplies. 
Every  effort  should  be  made  by  the  North  Derbyshire  w’ater  Board  to  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  appropriate  Ministry  to  enable  them  to  carry  out 
their  proposed  schemes. 

It  should  be  recorded  that  my  predecessor,  Mr.  j/.L.  Thorp,  was  your 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  year  which  is  the  subject  of 
this  report.  It  has  been  a privilege  working  with  hira  over  the  past 
two  years.  His  enthusiasm  in  extending  the  different  aspects  of 
environmental  health,  particularly  the  control  of  Atmospheric  Pollution, 
since  the  formation  of  the  separate  Public  Health  Department,  is  well 
known. 


I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Committee  for  allovidng  me 
to  succeed  Mr,  Thorp  and  wish  to  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  other  Chief  Officers  and  the  staff  of  the  various  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  year;  also  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  are  my  thanks  especially  due  for  their  continuous  support 
and  particularly  for  the  preparation  oi  much  of  this  report.

AIR  POLLUTION 


Clean  Air  Act, 

The  only  complaints  received  during  the  year  of  smoke  nuisance  from 
industrial  establishments  have  been  in  respect  of  certain  lime  kilns  in 
the  District,  The  lime  burning  process  is  registerable  under  the 
Alkali  etc,  Yvorks  Order  and,  thei’efore,  is  under  the  control  of  H.ivi,  Alkali 
Inspectorate,  It  is  hoped  that  a solution  will  soon  be  found  to  obviate 
these  obnoxious  emissions. 

Five  complaints  have  been  received  of  smoke  nuisance  from  domestic 
chimneys  and  the  indiscriminate  burning  of  waste  products  in  the  open  air. 

After  appropriate  representations  to  those  concerned  the  nuisances  were 
abated  and  have  not  recurred. 

The  emission  of  dust  from  the  various  quarry  undertaicings  within  the 
District  continues  to  rive  rise  to  concern.  The  reduction  in  the  fallout 
of  dust  etc,  from  the  quarries  which  had  been  hoped  for  has  not  materialised. 
During  the  year,  hov/ever,  certain  improved  dust  collection  facilities  have 
been  installed  at  several  quarries.  These  and  other  improvements  proposed 
will,  it  is  hoped,  be  reflected  in  the  standard  deposit  gauge  readings  for 
1969. 

The  statistical  information  presented  in  Tables  1 and  11  is  obtained 
from  the  examination  of  deposits  in  the  six  Standard  Deposit  Gauges  situated 
at  various  sites  in  the  District,  Two  of  these  gauges,  at  Hope  and  Brough, 
were  established  during  the  year  to  enable  a comparison  to  be  made  of  the 
fallout  of  dust,  etc.  from  the  existing  and  proposed  Cement  li/orks  of  Associated 
Portland  Cement  i/Ianufacturing  Co.  Ltd,,  at  Hope, 

Inspections  of  all  the  Quarries  in  the  District  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  where  appropriate  in  conduction  with  H.M.  District 
Inspector  of  Alkali  etc,  Kslorks,  with  whom  close  liaison  is  maintained.  The 
Quarries  within  the  Peak  District  National  Park,  namely,  Eldon  Hill,  Sparrowpit 
and  Topley  Pike,  Kingsterndale,  have  been  inspected  jointly  with  the  iilkali 
Inspector  and  a representative  of  the  Planning  Board, 

The  Council  continues  to  operate  the  two  air  pollution  stations  at 
Hayfield  as  part  of  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution.  Both  stations 
give  daily  measurements  of  the  degree  of  pollution;  the  readings  are 
forwarded  monthly  to  the  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  for  computer  analysis.

All  herds  are  sampled  quarterly,  but  due  to  the  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  no  samples 
were  taken  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  SiVhere  infected  cows  were  identified 
they  were  either  sent  for  slaughter  or  isolated  on  the  farm.  No  pasteurisation 
orders  were  served  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  legislation,  difficulty  continues 
to  be  experienced  of  infected  animals  being  able  to  be  sold  in  the  open  market. 

It  is  our  hope  that  legislation  will  be  forthcoming  to  prevent  this  unsatisfactory 
state,  'ti/here  possible,  producers  are  advised  to  have  infected  cows  slaughtered 
but  this  cannot  be  enforced. 

The  sampling  procedure,  where  individual  samples  are  taken,  has  involved 
working  to  the  milking  hours  of  the  farmers,  either  early  in  the  morning  or 
during  the  evening.  However,  the  purpose  of  the  sampling,  that  is,  to  ensure 
that  raw  milk  sold  to  the  public  is  not  infected  with  the  Brucella  organism,  is 
proving  successful  as  no  positive  samples  of  milk  were  detected  in  the  final 
quarter  of  1968.  It  is  hoped  that  this  achievement  may  be  maintained,  but  the 
varying  characteristics  of  the  disease  and  perhaps  chiefly  the  anomaly  before 
described  may  cause  occasional  samples  to  show  infection,

There  were  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools,  one  at  Park  Hall, 
Hayfield,  and  the  other  at  tihe  Rising  Sun  Hotel,  Bamford, 

The  Hayfield  pool  which  is  open  during  the  summer  months  only  is 
filled  with  water  from  a moorland  stream.  Treatment  is  by  slow  sand 
filtration  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  water  being  changed  once 
every  two  weeks.  The  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 

The  Bamford  pool  underwent  extensive  modernisations  during  the 
year.  The  pool  is  nov/  completely  enclosed  and  has  been  provided  with 
new  sanitary  conveniences,  ablutions  and  changing  accommodation.  The 
water  for  the  pool  which  is  derived  from  a private  spring  supply, 
undergoes  continual  treatment  in  a Bell’s  pressure  filter  and  is  sub- 
jected to  break-point  chlorination.  The  kiddies  pool,  which  was  also 
brought  into  operation  during  the  year,  initially  gave  cause  for  concern, 
but  modifications  requested  by  the  Department  were  undertaken.  Regular 
samples  of  v/ater  are  taken  fhom  both  pools  to  ensure  that  adequate 
treatment  is  maintained,

The  above  Act  is  operated  and  administered  in  close  collaboration 
with  the  Planning  Authority,  Uniform  standards  are  able  to  be  applied 
to  the  various  sites  throughout  the  Rural  District,  The  Peak  Park 
Planning  Board  have  a site  at  Losehill  Hall,  Castleton,  for  50  holiday 
caravans,  which  is  proving  to  be  very  popular. 

There  still  remains  the  problem  of  seasonal  camping  sites,  particularly 
in  the  Edale  Valley,  Before  a site  can  be  required  to  be  licensed  by  the 
Local  A^uthority  it  must  have  been  used  for  more  than  42  consecutive  days  or 
60  days  in  a 12  month  period.  For  this  reason  there  are  no  licensed  sites 
in  the  District,  but  at  holiday  periods  and  weekends  tents  may  be  observed 
in  many' places  in  the  Edale  and  Hope  Valleys,  It  is  only,  therefore,  by 
regular  inspection  throughout  the  summer  and  especially  over  the  Bank  Holiday 
week-ends,  using  the  nuisance  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  that 
some  degree  of  control  can  be  achieved. 


The  Peak  Park  Planning  Board  has  given  fresh  thought  to  the  proposed 
Camping  Site  at  Hayfield,  A new  assessment  has  revealed  that  the  proposed 
site  would  most  likely  be  too  small  to  meet  cui’rent  demands.  It  is  hoped, 
therefore,  to  provide  a larger  site.

PETROLETOi  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 


The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  authorised  Petroleum  Officers  under  the 
above  Act,  carrying  out  inspections  of  existing  and  new  installations  based 
upon  the  current  Code  of  Principles,  At  the  31st  December  there  were  69 
licensed  premises,  42  petrol  storage  tanks  were  pressure  tested  during  the 
year  when  6 were  found  to  be  defective.  Defective  installations  were  either 
brought  into  a serviceable  condition  or  taken  out  of  use  and  rendered  safe.

NOISE  ABATElViENT  ACT,  I960 

The  Department  is  becoming  more  engaged  in  the  control  of  noise, 
particularly  from  industrial  establishments.  Complaints  have  been  received 
of  nuisance  from  seven  noise  sources  during  the  year,  five  of  which  were 
industrial,  Rith  the  exception  of  the  noise  created  by  fans  at  two  quarries, 
all  the  problems  have  been  speedily  and  satisfactorily  resolved.  Con- 
sultations with  the  Quarry  owners  concerned  are  currently  in  progress.

Licenses  under  the  above  Act  are  held  by  6 persons.  Consultations

In  addition,  between  1st  April,  1968  and  31st  December,  1968,  220 
farm  surveys  were  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operative  and  the  Pupil  Public 
Health  Inspector,  32  infestations  were  located,  in  26  cases  the  ftirmer 
carried  out  his  own  treatment  and  the  remaining  6 were  treated  by  the 
Operative, 

The  amount  of  revenue  due  from  treatments  at  business  premises  during 
the  year  was  £45.  6,  3d. 

OYPSIES  AND  OTHER  TRi'VELLERS 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  during  July,  August  and 
September  with  a group  of  itinerants,  predominantly  Irish,  who  were 
engaged  in  the  laying  of  tarmac  and  other  less  honourable  activities. 

Their  journeys  in  the  Rural  District  and  Buxton  throughout  the  summer 
involved  much  time  and  effort  by  the  Department,  Buxton  Corporation 
Health  Department  and  the  local  Police  Force,  Compulsory  eviction  from 
land  at  Barmoor  Clough  and  Waterswallows  was  necessaiy. 
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
